Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Depart- 
mental Enquires  (Powers)  Act, 1955. 

(2)  It  shall  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of 
Punjab. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  an  enquiry  under  the  Punjab 
Civil  Services  (Punishment  ai\d  Appeal)  Rules 1 2 *  4[or  the 
Punjab  Police  Rules]  for  the  time  being  in  force,  the 
officer  conducting  such  an  enquiry  shall  be  competent 
to  exercise  the  same  powers  for  the  summoning 
of  witnesses,  and  for  compelling  the  production  of
